January 1945 Class Prophecy 


We had just twenty minutes to make our bus— 
the cab came racing up (this modern helicopter 
type, you know), and who should jump out to col- 
lect our bags but that hefty GEORGIA ANTON (An- 
tonopolo to us). After whisking our baggage into the 
car and helping us in, she clambered into the front 
seat and punched a button labeled RAYMOND 
GRAHAM'S Bus Station, and off we went! 


We began to think of how time has passed—here 
it is January 25, 1955—just ten years since that glo- 
rious day we graduated from dear old Savannah 
High School. 


We arrived at the bus station and HERSCHEL 
McCALLAR came dashing out in his zoot suit and 
red cap and took our baggage into the checkroom, 
where BILL TARVER was snoozing at the desk. After 
checking our bags we bought a copy of RAMON 
ROSENZWEIG’S “Monsieur, the Magazine for Smart 
Young Men,” from ANN RUSSELL at the newsstand. 
We heard a loud call “All aboard!"’ from TOMMY 
LeHARDY, and we ran out to board the bus; and 
who should be the driver but that shy little RUTH 
SULLIVAN! 


We took our seats and began to look through the 
magazine. On the cover was that ‘Man of the Hour,” 
that heartbreaker, TOM CRAMER! Inside an editor's 
note stated that Tom had just been voted ‘Pin-Up 
Boy” for the United Auxiliary of Women Welders. 
The first few pages featured men’s fashions for the 
coming summer. AUSTIN HINELY was modeling a 
suave little number created by BILLY CASTON. 
TOMMY BECKMAN, BILLY WINN, FRED RAHN and 
WINWOOD BOYKIN were showing some stunning 
bathing suits designed by JOE BRAVO.
